It has been demonstrated that by 
holding eggs in an atmosphere of car 
bon dioxide and thus preventing the 
loss of that gas from the egg deter¬ 
ioration in quality can be prevented. 
The purpose of the present experi¬ 
ments is to attempt to apply this 
principal in the cariot shipping eggs. 

A careful check on the grading of 
the eggs in both test and control car 
will be made on arrival at Montreal. 
Complete records of the shipment are 
fc-lng made. The carbon dioxide con¬ 
tent will be recovered at least 12 
division points en route. A shock re¬ 
cording instrument will be placed In 
each car a a well as a temperature re¬ 
corder.- Egg & Poultry Market R v- 
lew.
